Colorado Springs, Colo., July 22.— 


Just before final adjournment of the 
intermountain conference members of 
the national committee in conference 
with Mr. Hitchcock voted unanimous- 
ly to establish main headquarters in 
Chicago instead of New York. All the

ed from Chicago, even to the collec- 
tion of campaign funds. 


The conference came to a close with

a. special train. On the trips up and 
down Mr. Hitchcock conferred with 
every politician individually.

summit photographs of the party were 
taken and telegrams were sent to 
Judge Taft and Representative Shei- 
man. The telegram to the Repnbli 
can standard-bearer was sent by Mr 
Hitchcock and read as follows: "He 
publican leaders from eveiy state west 
of the Missouri river join with me in 
sending you greetings from the top of 
Pike's Peak. We are on top now ami 
expect to be when the returns come 
in next November." 


Sherman Also Gets One. 


The dispatch to Mr. Sherman was 


signed by Representatives Ccoigc W. 
Cook and W. A. Haggott of this state 
and Bird McGuire of Oklahoma, and 
was as follows: "Chairman Hitchcock 
and party send congratulations from 
Pike's Peak summit. Your banner 
hoisted 
over the highest telegraph 


pole in the world amid tumultuous 
cheers." 


A severe storm, with hail and rain, 


thunder and lightning, added to the 
grandeur of the journey down 
the 


mountain. 


When the party arrived at the Ant- j 


lers after the excursion luncheon was 
served, and the western leaders re- 
sumed their conference. Plans for tho 
campaigns to be made in the various 
•western states were discussed in de- 
tail. Mr. Hitchcock declared that he 
could not discuss these plans. He de- 
clared the conferences had been very 
successful in every way. but particu- 
larly in the good fellowship established 
among the men expected to do the 
real work and spirit of enthusiasm 
that had been aroused. 
All men who 


attended the Conferences remained for 
Mr. Hitchcock's dinner. This was not 
a banquet, but must be regarded as 
merely a continuance of the business 
sessions, as the discussion of cam-' 
paign plans went on •nitnout interrup-

those who attended the meeting that 
the question of contributions for elec- 
tion expenses had not been raised.

After Long Illness, 


STOMACH TROUBLE THE CAUSE 


Had Long and Useful Career In Epis- 


copal Church — First Incumbency 
Was at Christ Church, Greensburg, 
Pa.—Occupied Pulpits In Troy, N. 
Y., Boston 
and 
New York City. 


Once Refused Presidency of Kenyon 
College. 


Cuoporstown, N. Y., July '-i.—Henry 


Codman 
Potter, seventh Protestant 


Episcopal bishop of the diocese of 
New York, died at "fernleteh," his 
summer homo here, after an illness of 
.several weeks. The bisuop was un- 
conscious and the end was peaceful 
aud quiet. The prelate was 74 years 


old. 
Death was due primarily to em- 


bolis iu the risht leg. following a long 
attack of liver and stomach trouble, 
and the end had been 
foreseen for 


beveral days by the bishop's physi- 
cians. 
Bishop Potter suffered a se- 


vere relapse Monday and though oxy- 
gen vi as given his decline was gradual 
and he sank 
into 
unconsciousness, 


which lasted until the end. 


Henry Codman Patter. Protestant 


Kpis-'copal bishop of New York since 
1S5>7. was born in Sclienectady, X. Y., 
oa May 23. 1S3-J. 
He was educated 


chiefly at the Episcopal academy in 
Philadelphia and subsequently entered 
the Theological Seminary of Virginia, 
from which he graduated in 1857. He 
was ordained on Oct. 15. 18GS. 
His 


first incumbency was Christ church, 
in Greeusburg. Pa., where he remain- 
ed about two years, leaving it to be- 
come rector of St. John's, in Troy, 
N. Y. After seven years' n.inistry in 
Troy Dr. Potter went to Boston as

rector of Trinity 


church. 
He left there in 1SG8 to ac- 


cept the rectorship of Grace church.

lege. Ohio, and in 1S75 had been elect- 
ed bishop of Iowa, but had also de- 
clined that honor. From Ib(j6 to 1SS3 
Dr. Potter was secretary of the house 
of bishops. 
In the latter yoar his un- 


cle, Horatio Potter, found himself, by 
reason of age and increasing infirmity, 
unable to fulfill all the duties of his 
office, and upon his application his 
nephew Henry was appointed assist- 
ant bishop of his dioce.se. 
The old 


bishop's health became steadily worse 
and 
he 
soon 
resigned 
the 
active 


charge and responsibilities of the dio- 
cese of New York to his assistant, 
who, in fact, discharged nearly all the 
duties of the episcopate 
until 
his 


uncle's death in January. 1SS7, when 
he was appointed bishop of NVw York. 


In 1902 Bishop Potter married the 


v.-eaUhy Mrs. Albert Corning Clnik of 
Cooperstown and Xew York city.
